3. Claims 1,4-7, 10-12, 17-20, 24 and 37-40 are pending and are allowed. 
The above amendments were made to obviate the rejections of record and to 

cancel nonelected inventions. The Office has determined that a sequence having 99% 
sequence identity to SEQ ID NO:1 and phytol kinase activity has adequate written 
description.
